Please submit a site plan that depicts the location of proposed activities and the various 
components of the mining operation, such as excavation, crushing, stockpiling, parking, 
loading, ingress, egress, and internal circulation. Additionally, please submit pre- and 
post- excavation cross-sections of the site. 

2. Please submit a copy of the first page of the application signed by the property owner or 
an owner authorization form. 

3. The application does not completely address LC 16.257(4)(a). The application does not 
include a description of the location, design, size, shape, and arrangement of uses on the 
property. This description should also address operational aspects of the quarry, such as 
blasting schedules, annual quantities of material to be removed, anticipated traffic, hours 
of operation, lighting, etc. The application must include a description of uses in the 
surrounding vicinity and address potential impacts including, but not limited to, noise, 
vibration, dust, traffic, lighting, etc. 

4. The application does not completely address LC 16.257(4)(b), given that the butte itself 
could be considered a distinctive natural feature. 

5. The application does not completely address LC 16.257(4)(d). This criterion may, in 
part, be addressed in the circulation plan required in #7 below. 

6. The application does not completely address LC 16.257(4)(f). Pursuant to Lane Code 
1 5.697(l)(d), a Traffic Impact Analysis will likely be required. Please contact lane 
County Transportation Planning for TIA scoping requirements. 

7. A circulation plan demonstrating compliance with LC 16.257(4)(g) and (h) is required.
